The racing season in and around Chicago 
was brought to a successful conclusion with 
the closing of the Worth meeting October 31. 
A synopsis is here griven of the running of 
the first and second favorites all through 
the year, showing what bad runs of losing 
first and second choices occurred, the aver- 
aged daily price against the winners and 
other pertinent points. A glance will show 
the result of a flat bet of any denomination, 
and any method of play can be at once tested 
by applying it to the longest runs of losers 
shown, and the tables should prove effective 
in providing the key to the weak spots in 
any method of playing first and second fav- 
orites. A close study of the tables should 
s:ive many students of the favorite end of 
the game a whoie lot of money if they grasp 
the significance of the points brought out.

126 Races— Winning per cent, first favontes ,48 
Winning per cent, second favorites .19 
The season of 1903 opened with 33 per cent, 
of winning favorites which gradually in- 
creased to 48 per cent, at the close. This 
was a good meeting for favorites which 
were well distributed with no bad losing 
runs. The high i>ercentage speaks for itself. 

The first column of the table shows the 
number of first choices to win each day; the 
second column shows the number of second 
choices to win, and the next column shows 
the number of outsiders. The fourth col- 
umn shows the average price for the day 
against the favorites that won, and the re- 
maining column the average daily price 
against the second choices.

72 Races— Winning per cent, first favorites .32 
Winning per cent, second favorites .24 
This meeting showed the expected reaction 
from the heavy winning first favorite per- 
centage shown at Worth. Not a favorite 
won June 1 and hut two June 2. There was 



one bad run of seven successive losing fav- 
orites. Prices were a little better than at 
Worth, but this is to be expected inasmuch 
as the percentage of the winner invaribly 
governs the price. The higher the winning 
percentage, the lower the averaged price and 
vice versa.

Here was another meeting which showed 
the far reaching effect of Worth. The 36 per 
cent, showed a slight increase over Haw- 
thorne and the averaged price against the 
winners a shade higher. The second favor- 
ites showed up fairly well, twenty-two hav- 
ing scored out of a total of seventy-four 
races run. There was one run of thirteen 
successive losing first favorites winning out 
with Savable at 9 to 5, requiring a maximum 
risk of some $2,700 to win out $10 and losses, 
and there were three favorites at unplayable 
odds, i. e., less than 1 to 2 on. This was 
certainly a tr>ing meeting, and the swings 
of the percentage pendulum were both fre- 
quent and abrupt, opening at 50 per cent., 
running down to 28 per cent, and then gradu- 
ally ascending, closing at a shade over 36 
per cent. The winning first favorite per- 
centage for the season is now 41 per cent., 
which is about normal. 

The western turf season reaches its highest 
mark about the close of Washington Park’s 
long meeting, after which changes usually 
take place, the more prominent stables ship- 
ping to Saratoga to try conclusions with the 
eastern horses.

The price against the winners was good, 
averaging a little over 8 to 5. 

The close of the Washington Park meeting 
marked the seventieth day of the western 
turf season, with a total of 423 races run. 
173 of which were won by first favorites and 
ninety-six by second favorites. The winning 
first favorite percentage for season stands 
at 41 per cent., which is about level. The 
second favorite percentage is 23 per cent.

the stand is narrow'er than the lower turn, 
which is very wide. The soil is of a light 
sandy, alluvial nature. It is deposited by the 
back water of the Ouchita^river. When the 
river backs up in May part of the infield will 
be under flood. The soil being light, the track 
will b? in danger of being washed away. 
Hence, the banks will have to be riprapped 
where the water reaches them. The stables 
are all but complete. Over 600 excellent stalls 
liave been built and are ready for occupancy. 
It would be hard to find better stables. Each 
one is fitted up with a shed which can be used 
in cooling out horses. The quarters certainly 
leave nothing to be desired. The holes for the 
uprights of the stands have been dug, and the 
limber for building is on the ground. It will 
not be very large or imposing, judging from 
pre.sent plans. It has its back wall right up 
against the old Choctaw Railroad bi-anch, 
about half a mile below White Sulphur 
Springs, where W. A. McGuigan resides, and 
(HI the Hot Springs side. The track is on Mc- 
Guigan's farm. The fences have not yet been 
put on the track, though it is ready for them. 
The local manager of construction, Mr. Dev- 
ereux, says that he will have the track 
fenced in by Saturday next, and the stand 
l>uilt by December 5. As the stand will not 
Ik? very large, and will be built of wood, it 
does not seem that he will have much trouble 
making good his prediction The track is 
well designed and should afford an excellent 
test of a liorse’s power. The stretch is very 
long, and the last three furlongs will be more 
or less up hill. The turns are very easy and 
correct.’’
